About 40 fighters of the type described were parked at 
the field on 24 January 1950. Twenty-three aircraft 
made local flights, Some of the planes had taken off 
in formations of three. The fig iters had red and white 
propeller hubs, A biplane parked on the south edge of 
the field had three white stripes and the figure 3 
on the rudder assembly.
